CHINESE CHARGED WITH 
“MANSLAUGHTER, 


COURT PROCEEDINGS. 


Arising from the death of a 
street coolie in a moton accident 
in-Queeh’s Road West. on June I, 
1925, a Chinese. named’ Pun Pui- 
sang, alleged to have, been the 
driver of the motor car concerned 
in-the aecident is. now faced with 
a charge-of manslaughter. 

He had’ been arrested at the 
time of the accident, but jumped 
a bail of $6,000 and was not seen 
again in the Colony until last 
month when he. was re-arrested. 
He.is now on bail of $3,000 cash 
and a security of $3,000. \ 

_ At the resumed preliminary 
hearing before Mr. R. E. Lindsell 
at the Central Magistracy yester- 
day afternoon, Mr. M, K. Lo, for} 
the defence cross-examined police 
witnesses as to their recollection 
‘of the weather condition at the 
-time of the accident when the 
accused’s car which was being 
driven down Pokfulum' Road, at 
an alleged high speed, mounted 
the pavement on the harbour side 
of Queen’s Road West and ran 
over the deceased and four other 
coolies who, were sleeping on the 
prvement at the time. One of 
the injured men was run over the 
chest and legs and had to spend a 
month in the.Government Civil 
‘ Hospital. Ami? Lei 

In his cross-examination, Mr. 
Lo, suggested that it was rather 
windy on the night,of the acci- 
dent, and asked the witnesses if 
it were not possible that dust or 
sand: from a ‘heap on the side of 
the road, @ little beyond No, 7 

: Police Station, had been blown 
into the accused’s eyes and thus 
cause him to lose control of the 
ear, ' :

Whether “Propeller” admits it 
‘or not, I can state it as a positive 
fact that the time between land- 
ing and discharging at each end 
used to be eight to nine minutes.

I have, and just for that very 
reason, that it is impossible to 
discharge the passengers in 10 
minutés.

Al- 
though we cannot be certain it may 
be due to the excessive humidity of 
the atmosphere this year. © Our 
engineers are naturally reluctant 
to accept ‘contracts of any magni- 
tude or even to attempt a demon- 
tration of the process until they are 
assured of reliable results being ob- 
tained. The Hong Kong and China; 
Gas Co. aré rendering us assistance 
and'we fully expect present difficul- 
ties will shortly be overcome, In 
the meantime, this, undertaking {2
